Regarding Applicant arguments (page 5, par. 5; and page 6, par. 3) "Claims 1 and 3 require a physical safety barrier constructed 
around a robot and as a result, the robot arms are always within the physical safety barrier," and "The fact that, in operation, the 
toot tip may work within the patient's head which the mount 35 and the markers 36 are fixed on, does not mean that the mount 35 
and the markers 36 form a "physical safety barrier." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. A thought reading of the claim 1, first 
limitation, "constructing a physical safety barrier around a movable robot installed within a floor space" can be easily interpreted 
as movable robot section or elements such end effectors or arm to operate within a "physical safety barrier." Furthermore, having 
the above interpretation in mind, the mount 35 and the fiducial markers 36 can be used as a "physical safety barrier where the 
robot's forceps can safely operate. Therefore, the Final Office Action would be maintained. On the other hand. Applicant is 
recommended to clearly and concisely set the boundary of the claim limitations for furthermore consideration. .
